Abundance of umike and lire marked 
the pretence of net net. 

It it really delightful to tee how ac- 
curately Captain Sroiia't account tallica 
with lhat of our entarpri.ing friend, now 
again on Ihe wide ocean of adventure. 

In our further noticei of the work be* 
fore ui, we ahal I have other examplei of 
hia fidelity to record, and we arc lure 
il will be gratifying to hit friendi 
throughout the colony lo Vnow that 
though hit meant wen limited, he 
wai rnabled lo make observations which 
have l>ren confirmed hy an eminent nau- 
tical mrveyor, and ih»i hii eccounti of 
the country are by no menu elaggeraleii. 
There facta, in tbenieelves valuable, have 
a further value. They juclifv th* claim 
for itritt regard lo truth, wfiich Lkoii ■ 
MAkni'i character hai established with 
those who know him, and will be thtbeu 
guarantee of bia reputation against all 
quest ioncri. 

In hit Report he wtentiont that he 
passed between the lappa r {Flinders) 
140 45 K. approx., and the Nicholson 
13b 1 55 E., which river be crossed in 
l:to'55 S., "* thr*e biff salt water rivers, 
one fine running creek, which 1 called 
Beamtti Brouk, and several chains of 
fresh water lagoons." 

Il waa a subject uf tome surprise when 
weSnt read LetcitHtauT^accouiii, that wa 
found in. nealioa of (be Albert Rivet . 
the discovery of which by S Tot us made 
inme noise at the lime, St it was said 
to have led his to within 400 at i Itt of 
the centra of tht continent. 

On torn paring his map with our 
friend 'i journal, we find apparently the 
greatest accuracy , and there is no doubt 
thai feamets Brook of LaJcHNatsTia the 
head of one branch of the Albert of 
■Smuts - and thit fact shows the extreme 
•kill and judgment with which Ihe in- 
trepid traveller teams to have calculated 
his distances. 

Although we cannot now allude to tht 
Albert further, yet we cannot resiat com- 
paring the statements ol tht two ex- 
plorers R t atsrw's Brook wet r i near I by 
LtcicHHiauT in IT ST tt. . where it was, he 
uya, '■ tvmty yimfir Aroarf,- ill water waa 
freih, but affected by the tide. At the 
crtttaag platt, (about eight mike lower 
down) it was three yards broad, very deep 
in come phwei, shallow in otberi, a Jtitl 
/tinring tilth it ream, with msgnJ&cenl oak 
tnees, and palms, and pandauUki and 
jitxulril jrtiM, alerig its banks. Wt aetwr 
*•«* asef , nor did we wteef chUw tVooa 
fikf it cwattn/* 

" Holding," asyi Stocks, i pea king of 
the Albart, " oar wtct count, we made the 
riTtr again at (he end of another mile. It* 
atet waa reduced to a awn* NtajaW, Atsiay 
learceif^ftttti yard* ride, ivt'fA a dtptt 
of five feat. Yet it had a greater velocity 
than we had before observed, raouaaap af 
tht ratmfa milt am Jtawr, a Wear tmi* 
ilinff Iroai, over which acaoias and 
drooping swim fanned a leafy iwauttj ; itt 
couiae was atill from the nuth." " My 
puiition was in lat.
